| OUR CAPITAL LETTER.

| The Able Speech of Representative Money,
from Mississippl, on the Claims Ques-
tion, Setting Forth Truths Too
Palpable for Contradiction—
The Southern Claims
Question Done For.

The Fraud is to be Investigated, and No
Mistake—The People are Impatient
for it, and will Not bhe Satisfied
Withont it—The Repub-
licans Urging It.

The Bloody Shirt Mo Longer Vexes the
Spirit of the Massachusetis Ball—
Exceedingly Cordial Reception to
Southern Representatives
in Boston.

Special Correspondence of the Appeal |
Wasnixotox, May 2 —The speech made
by Mr. Money on the claims qaestion has de-
pressed the Republicans as much as it has
elated the Democrats. Uptil the figures pub-
lished 10 the ApPEAL had been given oot by
that gentleman, the statements of the New
York Tribune had full swing and sway. The
glariogly errontous figures of those state-
ments, and the unjost conclusion they were
ntended to eoforce—that the south was solid
in 4 raid upon the treasury—were sent broad-
cast in pamphlets and posters to those see-
tions of the country where it was believed
they would do the mos!t good. Tae fear that
ut one time prevailed that if the intelhigencs
of the south was allowed to participate in the
administration of the government, through
the ascendency of the Democratic party, it
would attempt to break down and roin it—

payment of arrearages due certain persons of
the Unitad States prior to the war; aad bilis
for railroads over the same line have been
sugregated to represent the amount asked.
Now, the question, Mr. Speaker, is, is 1t pos-
stble that these cloims with which politicians
frighten the credulous voter of the mnorth
may ever be paid? As far as the payment
for slaves and debts of the Confederate States
is concerned, that is forever settled by the
latter part of the fourth clavse of the four-
teenth amendment to the conatitution, which
holds this language:

Union. We might as well attempt to mate-
rialize the shadows of last year's clouds as to
fix such claims as a charge upon the public
tressury. Coming down 1o another class of
clams for service rendered, property con-
verted, and bills for punblic improvements,
will a careful exegesis show that there is any-
thing unreasopable, uojust, unfair, or dis-
honest in these claims, or unwarranted by the
copstitution and the laws as they exst? Is
there anythiog in them that 18 not approved
by & sound equity? * : The idea
of payment of claims is calcalated for north-
ern latitude exelusively.

Withoat a trauthful ex-
planation of the chanees these claims have of
ever going throngh, anod without one word to
show that the Democrats are more posilively
committed to economy in every direction than
the Repablicans, it is not difficuit to realize
the sensation the tables of the Tribune would
huve upon populations who expect to find all
the marks of the devil on every squthern
man. 1f, they were told no doabt, the Dem-
ocratic house encourages one hundred and
fifty million of claims from the south, what
muy wanot expect when the seuate is Demo-
cratic and Tilden is in the place to which he
was elected, and of which he was defranded
by the robbers who filched from the ballot-
boxes the votes of the people? Visions of the
revival of the Confederate war debt as partof
the national debt, of the wholesale allowance
of all classes of southern claims, of pay-
ment for elave property, and
finully of a  general collapse of
the EGnaoces of the country as a resulf of
this illegal overloading, fitted through the
average Repablican unnd, reviving the tra-
ditiopnl batred of Democracy and arousing
the mnimosity against the south, which, I
fear, will not die until this generation sleeps
with thoss that have gone belore. Thoese
thrifty people who profited enormously by
the war which they cirried on by proxy
doubtless stood aghast as they contemplated
the figures placed before them so as to convey
the irfea. that if they had not they certainly
would pass both houses and be paid. Thaoks
to Mr., Money, the dangerous idea thus
plausably presented, has been exploded. He
met the Tribune with fuct for fact, and utter-
ly destroyed a fabric raised with consummate
ingeauity and with a recklessness ns to the
truth amazing even in these days of disre-
gard for honest, fair dealing.

Money has notonly given the Democratic
party & speech om which to baild
A8 upon a  thousand texts, he
has also given an impetus to the investiga-
tion by leading Democrats of facts collateral
to those which he has engrossed with such
telling effect. During the progress of the de-
bate in the housa (it being then in committee
of the whole) on Tuesday last, on the legisla-
tive, judicial and executive appropriation bill,
discussion took a wide range, the Republi-
cans taking advaatage of Lhe occasion to af-
tempt the diflicult task of making capital for
ecopomy. Mr. Hale, of Maine, for instance,
in an eluborate speech claimed a reduction of
expenses by the Hepublicans every year from
l“g{(- to 1874. In reply to him Mr. M'Ma-
hon, one of the risiug and most E-mmiemg
men in the Demoecratic party in Ohio, read
from John Sherman’'s Mansfield speeeh,
wherein he claimed that the Repuoblican par-
ty had paid over one hundred million dollars
of southern war claims, whereas the Demo-
cratic honse of last year only paid seventy-
four thousand dollars. Mr. M'Mahon, in
concluding his well-timed remarks, and in
answer to a gquestion of Mr. Gibson, of Lou-
isiana, said that all of that vast sum of one
hundred million dollars “*went to your loyal

for stores, for nursery stock, for damages
under contract, for pay as pilot, for every
conceivable thing on which a claim could be
bused, amounting in the aggregate to over
eight million dollars. In fact, it the Repub-
licans had carred the forty-fourth congress,
this list is very suggestive of the rapid in-
crease which might bhave been expected in

Im-
mediately after the war, when the southern
people were stuoned and dazed b
that great disaster, with the blacl
track of invading armies marking all their
territories, countless homes in ashes, fences
destroyed, and felds laid waste, they with
beart of hope addressed themselves to the
task of rebuilding their broken fortunes.
Then, when they needed the strong bhand of
Federal power to sustain them in their efforts,
it fell upon them as heavily as the mailed
gauntlet of war, taking from their impover-
1shed resources. in four years, in the cotton
tax, the vast sum of eighty-three milhon dol-
lars—a direct nssault upon the great industry
of the south.

As the hand of Federal power has
rested beavily upon us in anger, would it not
be wise and well for it to give one touch of
benediction? This government cannot af-
ford to avoid an honest obligation. 1t can-
not afford to do injustice to the meanest of
its citizans.

As far as | am concerned, I will cheerfully
support a bill to remove every class of claims
from congress to a court of proper jurisdic-
tion, for in my opinion it is neither wise nor
safe that congress should audit accounts and
vote settlements with the individual creditors
of the nation. For two reasons they should
be removed from congress; first, for judiecial
detarmination; and, secood, to eliminate
them from polities.™
After reading the tables already given in
this correspondence, and commenting upon
them at length, Mr. Money said: o
“‘Happy, indeed, for this country, that in its
time of danger and trouble there existed a
Democratic party in the north who, main-
taining the integrity of the Union, yet kept
their judgments undimmed by prejudice; and
loving the Union asa whole, loved, too, all its
sections, and stood the agents of reconcilia-
tion to perfect the reunion of States and to
protect the prostrate south from the vindict-
ive oppression of those who in the fury and
passion of civil strife lost sight of the very
genius and character of that union.

Heating Cities by Steam.

The success of heating the city of Lock-
port has induced the citizens of Auburn, New
York, to also try the experiment. In
port they have three miles of pipe laid to test
the system ially. The result shows
that it will pay. Seyveral consumers were
charged the same amount that they paid the
preyious winter for coal, and this amply re-
paid the company for expenses. The loss of
steam by condensation is about two to two-
and-a-half per cent. on a mule of pipe. In
bouses the steam. as fast as condensed, is
collected in reservoirs for domestic purposes,
and tne cost of fitting a house of average
size with appliances 15 put down at one dol-
lar and thirty-five centa.

NATIONAL BANK CTRCULATION SECURITIES,

ETC.

_The treasury now holds $347.221.850 in
United States bonds to secure the national
bauvk circulation, and 1445 000 in honds
to secure the public Jdeposits. United States
bonds deposited for circulation the week
ending to-day, $1,073,000; bonds held for
circalation withdrawn the week ending to-
day, #$370,000; internal revenue receipts,
$723,339; cunstoms, $285,379; receipts of
national bank notes for the week ending to-
day, compared with the corresponding pe-
riod last year—1877, $5,067,000; 1578, $3,-
964,000; receipte, $526,000; sobzeriptions to
four per cent. loan to-day, §338,450.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOUSE,

The journal pension bill:ofassed last night
numbered just one bundred. Among them
were pensions to the widows of General
Robert Anderson, General Charles L. Lovell
and Admiral Charles Wilkes,

Mr. Stepheas, from the committee on coin-
age. reported a bill to retire the five and
three-cent silver pieces. and to stop their fur-
ther coinage. Also, providing that fraction-
al or subsidiary silver coin shall be a legal-
tender to the extent of twenty dollars, and
shall be exchangeable at the treasury for
other legal-tender money when presented in
sums of twenty dollars or over. Ordered
printed and recommitted.

The house then took up the unfinished
business of yesterday—the legislative appro-
priation bill—when Mr. Baker made a point
of order on the amendment offered by Mr.
Gibson for the re-establishment of a Lranch
mint at New Orleans, that it was new legis-
lation and not in the interest of economy.

After a lonf argument the point of order
was overruled, and the house then begun to
vote on the various amendments agree| to in
the committee of the whole. The first on
which a division was asked was the one in-
creasing the clerical force in the office of the
surgeon-general. The amendment was re-
sisted generally on the Democratic side, and
was_supported on the Republican side, as
nec for the quicker dispatch of busi-
ness 1n the decision of pension claims. The
vole resulted—yeas, 115; nays, 114. All the
Republicans voted for the amendment,and the
Democrats, with the exception of Stephenson
and six others, against it. The speaker cast
his vote in the negative, thus tieing the vote
and defeating the amendment.

The next vote was on the motion to strike
out the seclion which authorizes the entire
clerical force, six excepted, now employed on
the medical and surgical history of the war
to be employed on the work necessary to the
prompt payment of pensions. Rejected—
yeas, 110; nays, 115.

The amendment increasing the salaries of
the principal clerks in the agncultural de-
partment was rejected.

The amendment reguoiring agricultural
seeds to be distnibuted proportionately among
the congressional districts was agreed to—
111 to 99.

The amendment offered by Mr. Gibson, ap-
propriatinz one hundred and eighty-three
thousand dollars for the re-establishment of
the New Orleans mint, was agreed to—yeas,
125; naye.95, =
- The bill was then passed, and the house
adjourned.

THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR.
